Fr.  Dimitri's  Message 


My  beloved  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ, 


As  I  sit  here  writing  after  four  short  weeks  at  St.  Basil,  I  am  inspired.  Encountering  such  zealous  love  for  Christ's 
Church  from  each  of  the  ministries  of  our  Church  fills  me  with  such  loving  respect  and  hope  for  the  future  that  I  am 
filled  to  the  brim  with  excitement.  From  the  Choir,  Chanters,  Readers,  Philoptochos,  OCF,  Prison  Ministry,  Sunday 
School,  Parish  Council,  Office  Staff,  and  others  I  have  seen  a  desire  to  offer  the  very  best. 


I  am  gratified  that  we  do  not  give  half-hearted  measures  before  Christ.  We  want  to  offer  the  best  we  can.  In  this,  our 
Patron  Saint  Basil  the  Great,  Archbishop  of  Caesarea  in  Cappadocia,  would  be  proud.  In  every  aspect  of  his  ministry, 
he  sought  to  give  the  best.  He  was  not  satisfied  with  simply  accepting  how  things  had  been  done.  He  was  an  instru¬ 
ment  of  change. 


I  would  like  to  present  a  few  examples  of  his  greatness,  and  how  I  would  like  for  us  to  answer  his  example  with  our 
own  offerings  in  this  vision  for  our  Parish. 


1.  St.  Basil  was  one  of  the  Cappadocian  Fathers 

St.  Basil  is  rightly  lauded  as  one  of  the  Three  Hierarchs  (January  30]  along  with  St.  John  Chrysostom  and  St.  Gregory 
the  Theologian.  They  rightly  spoke  the  words  of  truth  concerning  the  doctrines  and  dogmas  of  the  Orthodox  Church. 
They  confronted  the  Arian  heresy  of  relegating  Christ  to  a  creation  of  God  and  not  consubstantial  with  God  the  Fa¬ 
ther  as  very  God  Himself.  Their  words  were  so  powerful  and  so  beautifully  crafted  that  we  still  use  their  prayers  in 
the  majority  of  our  worship.  Their  writings  have  been  studied  for  centuries  as  the  foundation  of  Religious  learning. 
As  such,  the  Three  Hierarchs  are  the  Patrons  of  Religious  and  Greek  Education.  Additionally,  because  of  the  majesty 
and  keenness  of  his  eloquence,  he  is  honored  as  Ouranophantor  “the  revealer  of  heavenly  mysteries"  (inspiration  for 
our  newsletter's  new  name). 


We  must  have  phenomenal  educational  ministries  within  our  parish.  We  must  offer  variegated  and 
strong  classes,  seminars,  youth  groups  and  events  that  present  the  richness  of  our  faith  in  ways  that  our  pa¬ 
rishioners  can  grasp  and  spread  to  all  people!

2.  St.  Basil  founded  the  cenobitic  lifestyle. 

St.  Basil  founded  the  monastic  life  rule  for  his  monks  with  the  idea  of  a  balanced  life:  eight  hours  of  worship, 
eight  hours  of  work,  and  eight  hours  of  rest.  This  basic  framework  has  been  used  in  every  major  monastery 
and  adjusted  slightly  for  the  needs  of  each.  Now,  while  we  are  not  monks  or  nuns,  this  concept  of  a  balanced 
life  should  appeal  to  us  and  reveal  to  us  that  we  need  all  things  in  life. 

We  must  have  a  balance  of  Worship,  Almsgiving,  and  Social  ministries  within  our  parish.  We 

must  have  manifold  church  services  that  enrich  and  enlighten  our  souls  as  we  learn  about  the 
saints,  the  sacraments,  and  the  mercy  of  Christ  our  Savior.  We  must  have  many  outreach  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  serve  those  in  need  both  locally  and  afar,  seeing  Christ  in  every  person  we  meet.  We  must 
have  many  Christian  fellowship  events  that  bring  us  together  in  unity  of  joy  and  excitement.  With¬ 
out  all  three,  we  do  not  have  a  balanced  life.  We  need  to  worship  together,  work  together,  and  enjoy 
fellowship  together  in  balance  with  Christ  as  the  central  pillar  of  all  and  in  all  that  we  do. 

3.  St.  Basil  founded  the  first  orphanage. 

St.  Basil,  on  seeing  the  orphans  from  war  wandering  the  streets  decided  that  a  home  should  be  provided  to 
them  so  that  they  should  be  able  to  be  raised  in  a  good  manner,  receiving  an  education,  so  as  to  not  have  to 
beg  on  the  streets. 

We  must  provide  powerful  ministries  to  our  Children  and  give  them  a  home.  Archbishop  De- 
metrios  called  the  youth  of  America  spiritually  homeless.  The  Church  begins  at  home  so  we  must 
equip  our  parents  with  the  skills  to  raise  healthy,  well  rounded  children  who  know  their  faith  and 
the  love  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  should  be  accomplished  with  Sunday  School,  Youth  Ministry  Programs, 
Parent  Educational  Classes/Seminars,  and  opportunities  for  our  children  to  participate  in  all  levels 
of  Church  life. 

4.  St.  Basil  founded  the  first  hospital. 

Seeing  that  doctors  would  travel  from  house  to  house,  and  people  often  coming  to  the  homes  of  the  doctors 
and  finding  them  away  with  other  patients,  St.  Basil  recommended  that  a  place  be  built  for  doctors  to  con¬ 
gregate  so  that  patients  could  come  to  them. 

We  must  provide  acute  and  chronic  care  to  those  in  need.  Whether  through  volunteering  with 
the  homeless,  Prison  Ministry,  Philoptochos,  or  Hospital  Ministry,  we  must  look  to  the  needs  of  the 
people  and  provide  them  with  the  best  care  we  can  in  the  most  efficient  and  effectual  way.  This  can 
be  accomplished  by  proactive  ministry  to  those  at  risk  and  in  need. 

5.  St.  Basil  gave  alms  to  the  poor  and  sought  the  best  ways  to  help  the  needy. 

Seeing  the  overtaxing  of  the  emperor  towards  his  people,  St.  Basil  demanded  the  emperor  reconsider  and 
return  the  treasures  collected  from  the  people  of  Caesarea  who  had  given  their  most  valuable  possessions 
because  they  had  no  more  money  to  give  to  pay  the  taxes.  While  the  emperor  repented,  no  one  knew  how  to 
return  the  treasures  to  the  rightful  owners.  St.  Basil  ordered  the  treasures  be  baked  into  breads  that  he 
passed  out  after  Liturgy.  On  the  way  home,  after  each  person  received  his  or  her  bread,  the  individual  found 
his  or  her  personal  treasure  in  the  bread.  This  is  the  origin  of  the  Vasilopita. 

We  must  strive  to  always  behave  honorably  and  generously,  representing  the  Church  in  all 

we  do.  Through  attending  Metropolis  events,  Clergy  Laity,  Choir  Federation,  Interfaith  Dialogues, 
etc.,  we  must  represent  Christ  authentically,  trusting  in  Him  to  enlighten  where  we  cannot.  We  can¬ 
not  focus  on  Stewardship  as  merely  the  collection  of  funds  to  keep  the  Church  working,  but  as  an 
entirety  of  life  in  our  Christian  Identity. 

Due  to  the  amazing  efforts  of  so  many  fantastic  individuals,  a  great  deal  of  this  vision  is  already  seeing  en¬ 
actment,  and  has  for  many,  many  years.

Nevertheless,  we  must  never  rest  on  our  laurels,  but  rather  strive  to  greater  heights  and  always  refer  back 
to  our  Vision  and  Mission,  which  is:  To  promote  an  authentic  Orthodox  aesthetical  life  through  wor¬ 
ship,  outreach,  and  fellowship;  placing  our  Lord  and  savior  Jesus  Christ,  His  Dogmas,  His  Church,  His 
Saints,  and  His  promise  of  our  Salvation  at  the  forefront  of  each. 

I  pray  that  the  year  of  2018  is  full  of  rich  blessings  for  you  and  your  family,  and  that  as  I  continue  to  get  to 
know  each  of  you  that  we  can  grow  stronger  together  in  the  love  of  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ.  May  the  best  day 
of  2017  be  your  worst  day  of  2018.

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SACRAMENTS  AND  BLESSINGS 

BLESSINGS  OF  INFANTS  -  Forty  days 
after  birth,  a  child  and  its  mother  come 
to  church  to  receive  a  40-Day  Blessing, 
imitating  Christ  who  was  presented  in 
the  Temple  40  days  after  He  was  born. 
Please  call  the  church  office  to  arrange 
this  blessing. 

BAPTISMS  -  Please  call  the  church  office 
to  schedule  Baptisms.  Plan  ahead!  - 
there  are  some  days  when  Baptisms  are 
not  performed.  Keep  in  mind  that  a 
child  is  supposed  to  be  given  but  one 
name  when  he  or  she  is  baptized. 

WEDDINGS  -  Please  arrange  an  ap¬ 
pointment  with  Fr.  Dimitri  at  least  eight 
months  before  the  proposed  wedding 
date  to  allow  time  for  all  necessary  mar¬ 
riage  preparations. 

CONFESSION  -  Confessions  are  ar¬ 
ranged  by  appointment.  Please  call  the 
church  office  to  schedule  Confession. 

MINISTRY  TO  PERSONS  WHO  ARE 
SICK  -  Orthodox  Christians  who  would 
like  to  receive  Holy  Sacraments  but  are 
unable  to  attend  church  (hospitalized  or 
at  home)  should  contact  the  church  of¬ 
fice  so  Holy  Sacraments  can  be  brought 
to  them. 

Please  inform  the  church  office  if  your 
loved  one  is  hospitalized!  Most  hospitals 
no  longer  inform  us  when  they  receive 
patients  from  our  parish. 

MEMORIAL  SERVICES  -  Memorial  Ser¬ 
vices  are  offered  for  the  eternal  rest  of 
persons  who  have  fallen  asleep  in  the 
Lord.  Customarily,  these  services  are 
offered  at  40  days,  6  months,  1  year  and 
3  years.  When  three  years  have  passed, 
the  departed  are  more  properly  remem¬ 
bered  on  the  Saturday  of  the  Souls.

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PRISON  MINISTRY

Prison  Ministry  Marks  Seven  Years  of  Service  — 

Christmas,  2017,  marks  the  seventh  year  that  St.  Basil 
Church's  Prison  Ministry  has  participated  in  the  Angel 
Tree  program,  providing  toys,  clothing,  and  food  gift  cards 
to  the  families  of  inmates  in  Illinois  prisons.  This  year  we 
served  98  children  in  43  families  who  live  in  the  area  sur¬ 
rounding  our  church.  The  outpouring  of  generosity  from 
St.  Basil  parishioners  to  our  neighbors  in  the  community 
reveals  our  commitment  to  St.  Matthew's  words  in  the 
gospel:  "For  I  was  hungry  and  you  gave  me  food,  I  was 
thirsty  and  you  gave  me  drink,  I  was  a  stranger  and  you 
welcomed  me,  I  was  naked  and  you  clothed  me,  I  was  sick 
and  you  visited  me,  I  was  in  prison  and  you  came  to  me." 

The  prison  ministry  maintains  ongoing  contact  with  in¬ 
mates  by  writing  letters  to  them  throughout  the  year  and 
sending  them  cards  at  New  Year,  Pascha,  and  Father's  Day. 

We  are  seeking  parishioners  who  are  willing  to  write  to  a  prisoner  once  a  month.  If  you  can  help,  please  call 
Pat  Cole,  773-252-8254.
